BOOKMARKS 


Ed Ruscha’s Los Angeles 
by Alexandra Schwartz 


Almost no other artist has so enjoyed and captured the 
ephemeral and truly “pop” vibe of Los Angeles as Ed 
Ruscha. Although | expected this stout volume to be 
chock-a-block with bright color images, it is instead a 
scholarly examination of Ruscha’s work—paintings, 
drawings, prints, photos, films, books—within the 
historical, social, artistic, and political context of LA in the 
1960s and ‘70s. Of note is the “Learning From Ed Ruscha” 
chapter, which focuses on his books, particularly those that 
look at LA's built environment: Some Los Angeles 
Apartments, Every Building on the Sunset Strip (copied and 
acknowledged by Venturi, Scott-Brown, and |zenour in Learning From Las Vegas), and 
Thirtyfour Parking Lots in Los Angeles, among others. They combine obsession, observation, 
autology, and irony—and command a following among architects. Said Ruscha in 1972: 
“Architects write me about the parking lots book because they are interested in seeing 
parking lot patterns and things like that. But those patterns and their abstract design quality 
mean nothing to me. l'Il tell you what is more interesting: the oil droppings on the ground.” 
The author astutely notes: “Although here the artist denies sharing architects’ concern with 
Los Angeles’ urban fabric, the detail with which he documented the parking lots testifies to
